“ We are faced with the sam e 
problem as Iron M ountain,” Allen 
said. 
“ It is impossible, however, 
to m ake an accurate report on ex­ 
pected attendance because of the 
126 ‘doubtful’ families. 
We know 
that 83 families definitely will be 
gone, but how m any of the other 
126 fam ilies will be here in the 
fall depends upon availability of 
em ploym ent.”

chiefly as a rem inder how' few crimes are 
com m itted under duress of necessity.

W ere it so, th e years of the 
big depression would h av e been carnivals 
of crim e— and they w ere not. As a m atter 
of fact, if at any tim e the nation had only 
to deal with law breaking from dire w an t 
or from passion of th e m om ent, its prisons 
w ould seem em pty indeed.

Drug Has Promising Results 


In Study of Motion Sickness

3rd, the Hatch Act prohibits officers on 
active duty from tak in g part in political 
cam paigns. The p en alty is to remove the 
officer from active duty. 
In other words, M acA rth u r is now vio­ 
lating both the H atch Act and Arm y reg­ 
ulations.

The black bear is far from being a tiny ^ 
creature, however, for the average weight: 
is between 200 and 350 pounds and some 
go up to 500 pounds. Largest black bear 
on record was a 000-pounder 
killed in 
Arizona. 
But the black bear is small compared 
to its bigger cousins, the griasly bear of 
the w est and kodiak of Alaska. The 
griszlies attain a weight of 1.000 pounds 
—and the kodiak tips the scales up to 
1.700 pounds! 
While the black bear may look big, the 
kodiak and grizzly a rt big,

too. Only the black bear can climb trees, 
however, which leaves some place for a 
man to go if he is attacked by a tritely 
or kodiak.

W EAK-EYED BRUIN—Bears 
have

When the bear rears up on its hind 
legs and turns its bead toward s man 
it does not always indicate an attack. . 
Often H is nothing more than an effort 
to better see what creature stands be­ 
fore him. 
Usually the bear takes alarm w hen man's 
scent is wafted to him, but he m ay stand 
for m inu’es searching with his w eak eyes 
for a sight of man before turning to flee.

ALWAYS 
HARMLESS— Often 
d escribed as the “clown of the woods,” the 
bear a p p e a rs to do everything h e can to 
m erit the title. 
Wild bears have been observed stand­ 
ing on their heads, turning somersaults, 
and doing other amusing antics. Both the 
black bear of America and the brow n bear 
of E urope can be

Red Riots Can't 
Stall Defense Efforts 
R 
IOTS in Paris, and Berlin, interruptions 
of normal traffic between east and 
west zones, efforts to seal off the Soviet 
sector ot the German capital, these all 
make a familiar pattern. They represent 
the standard Russian response to defeat. 
The deieat, of course, was two-lold: the 
signing of the German peace agreement 
with toe United States. Britain and France, 
and the conclusion of the six-nation Eu- 
lopean arm y 
pact, to 
include 
German 
units. 
While both oi these actions must be rati­ 
fied fcJy the legislatures of the respective 
governments, the signing takes them out 
of the talk stage. Thus Russia is con­ 
fronted with the near-reality of a stronger 
anti-Commuiiist front in Europe. 
The Soviet purpose in stirring riot, dis­ 
rupting commerce and otherwise upsetting 
the norm al routines of Western Europe's 
life is plain. The Kremlin seeks to arouse 
fear in the hearts of ordinary Germans, 
Frencnm en and Britons, to the end that they 
will petition their lawmakers in sufficient 
force and numbers to block the ratifica­ 
tion of the peace pact and six-nation de­ 
fense agreement. 
If enough Western Europeans can be 
convinced that these accords might spell 
war, 
the 
forward-looking statesmen in 
the participating countries will be 
h ard­ 
pressed to win the necessary backing in 
their parliaments. Even 
without 
a 
new 
campaign of fear, the pacts face extrem e 
obstacles in Bonn, Paris and London. 
The West's immediate task, of course, is 
to show the Russians that riots and other 
disruptions will not successfully break the 
upward stride of the European defense ef­ 
fort. Obviously we can permit no effective 
interruption of our progress toward secur­ 
ity for the free world. 
Secondly, we must counter the Russians’ 
fear campaign by trying to convince the 
average European that the pending peace 
and defense agreements mean 
less, not 
more chance of war. 
All the information 
our 
experts 
can 
gather indicates the Russians do not w ant 
w ar in the months, and perhaps years just 
ahead. These new gestures of violence are 
rated as bluffs. The fact is the Russians 
do not enjoy a sufficient m easure of mili­ 
tary and economic strength to w arrant 
their taking the risk of war. 
Because we gauge the Russians unpre­ 
pared for w ar does not mean, however, 
that w e ourselves should therefore re­ 
lax. It is the very growth of our defenses, 
including development of the six-nation 
army and the German peace pact, that 
can keep the Russians steadily off bal­ 
ance.

CRIME IS NOT SIMPLE 
(Christian Science Monitor) 
A diminutive mother-of-two was caught 
almost in the act of robbing a New7 York 
bank with a toy pistol. She did it, so she 
said at the police station, because she had 
been told she was desperately in need of 
expensive medical attention and calculated 
the bank noldup as the lesser of two risks. 
Aside from the deeper human drama 
—the extent of which we do not know— 
signaled by this tiny corner pushed up into 
the stream of news, the incident serves 
chiefly as a rem inder how few crimes are 
committed under duress of necessity. 
This is no mere phenomenon of Ameri­ 
can prosperity. Were it so, the years of the 
big depression w'ould have been carnivals 
of crime—and they were not. As a matter 
of fact, if at any time the nation had only 
to deal w'ith lawbreaking from dire want 
or from passion of the moment, its prisons 
would seem empty indeed. 
Most crime is the product of a whole 
distorted pattern 
of 
motives and 
be­ 
havior. Its causes are not simple; neither 
can ifs treatm ent be.

A rthur has now 
been 
named 
keynote 
speaker at the Republican National con­ 
vention. 
3rd, the Hatch Act prohibits officers on 
active duty from taking part in political 
campaigns. The penalty is to remove the 
officer from active duty. 
In other words. MacArthur is now vio­ 
lating both the Hatch Act and Army reg­ 
ulations. Meanwhile, Eisenhower has given 
up his Army rank and the $19,000 salary 
that goes with it—the same salary drawn 
by MacArthur. 
How'ever. 
President 
Trum an, perhaps 
because he got 
burnt 
once 
before 
in 
cracking down on MacArthur, hasn't OK'd 
the proposed letter of his Army secretary. 
HARRY’ VAUGHAN’S MEDAV 
The ambassador of tiny Honduras lias 
given sharp contrast to the military aide 
of the President of the United States by 
turning down a decoration from Argen­ 
tina. 
Whereas backslapping Maj. Gen. Harry 
Vaughan caused a national furor by ac­ 
cepting a decoration from Dictator Peron,

Honduras has quietly written a letter to 
Foreign Minister Remerino of Argentina 
declining the 
highest

awards. 
General Vaughan was given tile order ol

Congress was so wrathy over the award 
to Vaughan that it refused to OK his ac­ 
ceptance. and the medal is still reposing in 
a state department vault waiting the time 
W'hen he retires from active service.

Fight Russians 


BONN, Germany — (/Pl — Five 
thousand 
German 
Communist 
police 
appeared 
today 
to have 
stamped out a wildlife of revolt 
in more than a dozen zone v il­ 
lages where East Germans pro­ 
tested their eviction 
from 
the 
Communist frontier security belt. 
The fights between police and 
villagers—at times 
reaching 
the 
proportions of pitched battles — 
have been going on for five days. 
Scores have been arrested. More 
than 30 casualties have been re­ 
ported. 
Police riot 
squads 
were 
re­ 
ported dispatched by the 
Com­ 
munists to at least 
16 
villages 
along the new security belt, as 
desperate civilians resisted being 
forcibly moved out ruthlessly 
to 
make way for the new frontier 
no-m an’s land. 
At 
Streudorf, 
angry 
farmers 
armed themselves with axes and 
scythes and tried to beat off a 
police patrol bent 
on 
evicting 
eight families and deporting them 
to the interior. Three police were 
wounded 
before 
riot 
squads 
rushed in and quelled the revolt. 
In many other incidents, police 
were reported ambushed or at­ 
tacked openly. Patrol 
cars 
were 
smashed and burned. 
In 
some 
places, entire villages joined in 
the resistance. But at present, po­ 
lice reinforcements appeared to 
have the situation under tempor­ 
ary control. 
The East German Communist 
government began a 
radio 
and 
newspaper propaganda campaign 
to justify its police measures as 
needed to “save democracy and 
our republic.”

Hardy Musk Ox May Aid 
Thin New England Soils 


By RAY BEARSE

HUNTINGTON, Vt.—Some New 
Englanders are 
looking 
to the 
Arctic for aid in rebuilding the 
thin-soiled, rocky fields of their 
abandoned farms. 
Vilhjalmur Stefansson, 
famed 
explorer 
and 
author of 
“The 
Friendly Arctic,” 
is the spark­ 
plug of the idea that the musk ox 
can do the job. 
He 
hopes the 
hardy Arctic anirhals can be kept 
with less expense 
than 
other 
breeds and thus make possible 
the use of 
land otherwise un­ 
productive because of low fer­ 
tility and severe winters. 
Outdoors In Winter 
It is thought the musk ox can 
live 
outdoors comfortably even 
through the severe New England 
winters and forage 
for its own 
food. Thus 
expensive buildings 
are not needed. 
The major part of the work is 
being undertaken by John J. Teal 
Jr., anthropologist and explorer. 
Teal and Stefansson 
insist the 
beast they 
are after 
is not 
a 
musk ox. 
They say it should be 
called ovibos. 
But when 
Teal 
flies north 
next fall to capture 
eight calves in Ellesmere Island, 
he will be after the kind of ani­ 
mals which are called musk oxen 
in dictionaries. 
Long Negotiations 
Next fall’s trip will come after 
five 
years 
of 
negotiation 
by 
Stefansson and 
W. Douglas Bur­ 
den, a Vermont farmer. The musk 
ox is nearly extinct. 
Permission 
to capture the eight calves was 
difficult to obtain from the 
Ca­ 
nadian government. 
When and if a musk ox breed­ 
ing herd is set up on Teal’s farm 
it will become a project of the 
Vermont Animal Research Found­ 
ation. 
They are sure the big animals 
can be domesticated easily. The 
reason they are almost extinct is

New X-ray Makes 
Early Detection Of 
Cancer Easier Task 


By ALTON L. BLAKESLEE 
CHICAGO—'(ZP) — X-rays that 
put a picture on a TV screen can 
make a mosquito seem as big as a 
grapefruit. 
These new pictures promise 
a 
safe, easy method of x-raying to 
detect early cancers or other trou­ 
bles of the stomach or intestines. 
Or of letting a doctor watch exact­ 
ly w hat happens 
when 
he 
sets 
broken bones. 
The x-ray device was describ­ 


ed to the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation by Robert J. Moon, 
Uni­ 
versity of Chicago physicist. 
X -ray pictures of the middle of 
the human body are hard to make 
clearly 
without using 
a 
fairly 
heavy dose of x-rays. Needed is 
some method that uses a light dose 
but gets clear pictures, 
and 
a 
method suitable for mass 
survey 
use like chest x-rays to spot TB. 
Moon’s device gets x-rays from 
electrons hitting a tungsten target. 


The Rays go through a tiny pin­ 
hole, and form a pattern. But only 
one in 10,000 of 
the 
rays 
gets 
through. 
The rays pass through the body, 
then are turned into bursts of ul­ 
traviolet or suntan rays. A 
tube 
picks up these rays, turns 
them 
into electric impulses, and multi­ 
plies them many millions of times. 
These impulses go through a TV 
viewing tube, and appear magni­ 
fied on the screen. The 
pictures 
are a thousand times more brilli­ 
ant than the usual ones on a flu­ 
oroscopic screen. 
The doctor can watch thr 
p i c ­ 
ture on the screen, or take movies 
or still photographs of it. 
Atomic cocktails or radioactive 
iodine have helped 
384 
patients 
suffering from overactive thyroid

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St. Lawrence Seaway 
Spells Out Doom Of 
Nine Canadian Towns 


OTTAWA — (/P) — For about 
half a century, the people of com­ 
munities clinging to the interna­ 
tional section shoreline of the St. 
Lawrence river have lived under 
a constant threat from the plung­ 
ing waters. 
To the planners of the St. Law­ 
rence Seaway project, the under­ 
taking means plentiful hydro pow­ 
er and ocean shipping going up 
the lakes. But to 
the 
villagers 
along the river bank, it spells the 
end of a way of life. 
Going Under Water 
To them, impending realization 
of the planners’ long-time dream 
distills down to the 
fact 
their 
communities will be engulfed in 
the big waters that will create 2,- 
200,000 horsepawer of electricity 
and float the world's ships into 
the inland sea. 
Since the turn of the century, 
they have been listening and w ait­ 
ing as a succession of proposals 
rose and fell. Now, all indications 
are the seaway is going through 
and in the next five years or so 
the river will be 
flowing 
over 
their towns and villages. 
In a stretch of about 40 miles 
upriver 
from 
Cornwall. 
Ont., 
where the stream 
dives down 
about IOO feet over rapids, there 
are nine communities that will be 
swallowed up either wholly or 
partly. All are on the Canadian 
side. 
Biggest is Morrisburg, with 1,- 
570 people. Not much of the town 
—which has several industries— 
will be flooded at first but the Ca­ 
nadian government is going to 
take over an area about 35 
feet 
above the present river level. The 
upshot probably will be that about 
kalf the town will move out. 
Towns Wiped Out 
Snuggled down to the river on 


| lower ground, smaller communi­ 
ties will be flooded out complete­ 
ly. Reading upriver from Corn­ 
wall, they include Millie Roche, 
Moulinette, 
Wales, 
Dickinson’s 
Landing. Farran Point. Aumsville, 
East Williamsburg and Iroquois. 
Their populations will have to pull 
up stakes and set down roots else­ 
where. 
Up to now. the federal govern­ 
ment has been concerned mainly 
over getting a go-ahead signal for 
the 
over-all 
seaway 
project. 
Though authorities here agree it 
probably will have to assume the 
final responsibility for paying off 
the displaced persons and busi­ 
nesses. it has not yet settled down 
to working that problem out. 
One complicating factor is whe­ 
ther 
the 
power phase 
is to go 
ahead under the 
1941 
Canada- 
United States treaty or through a 
reference by the two governments 
to the international joint commis­ 
sion. That will make a difference 
in who signs the checks, though 
authorities here say the cost like­ 
ly will be split with the Ontario 
hydro commission, which will be 
taking over the Canadian end of 
the power. 
Railroad Must Move 
Still to be decided 
are 
such 
questions 
as 
whether buildings 
will be left behind in the flooded 
communities or moved out. It 
will be up to the communities to 
decide where they re-settle. 
Other problems are relocating 
highways and railways. The main 
line of the 
Canadian 
National 
railways from Cornwall to Morris­ 
burg will be under about 30 feet 
of water. 
Then there are such worries as 
cemeteries, churches, schools and 
how businesses should be compen­ 
sated for their potential future pro-
